Kanton Island is the largest, northernmost, 
and as of 2010, the sole inhabited island of the Phoenix Islands in the Republic of 
Kiribati. In 2008, Kanton and the rest of the Phoenix Islands became the Phoenix 
Islands Protected Area (PIPA), the world's largest marine protected area, covering 
a total area of 410,500 square kilometers of land and ocean. In 2007 it was sub- 
mitted, together with the rest of the PIPA, as a UNESCO World Heritage site. In 
August 2010, the PIPA became a World Heritage site.

For the January 2011 edition of the Bulletin, | wrote a piece about which of the DXCC entities is 
the rarest of them all. First, for those who read it, | hope you enjoyed it. 

| know Jim Mc Cook, W6YA did because he sent me a fantastic and nostalgic email in response. 
(Thank you, Jim!) | enjoyed reading Jim’s 
email so much, | asked him if | could share 
it with all my fellow SDDXC members and was delighted 
when he gave me the green light. So now, so that everyone 
can enjoy Jim’s tale as much as | did, here is the story: 


| know some of the guys have heard all those stories, so a 
few of them may roll their eyes, so I'll just ignore that. 


Congrats on another great bulletin! The story of W60DD/ 
CR8 has always been interesting. There are a few of us 
around that appreciate that sort of history. Jan Perkins did a 
good job of covering the history of those early post war year 
in his W6AM book. 


Jim Mc Cook, W6YA 


K6ZO (ex-W6CUQ) was one of the lucky ones. At a time 

when several of those guys were competing for top of the Honor Roll, Ed worked W60DD/CR8, then called Don, 
W6AM, to alert him to the presence of the CR8. Don was doing antenna work with his rhombics, and told Ed that 
he was busy and would work him the next morning. Of course that chance never came. That's the one Don 
missed. Both Ed and Don told me that story. 


My Indian friend, here for 35 years as a naturalized American, told me that the Portuguese character of Goa is 
well preserved. | told him the story about the rare ham operation from Damao. 


Ed, K6ZO, is still alive, but sparsely active. K6KII and | have tried to arrange an article about his with Bernie to 
publish, but it fizzled. | think Ed just doesn't care any more. | talked with him on the phone a week or so ago. | 
think he's 95 now, mostly busy taking care of his handicapped wife. | encouraged him as always to get on the 
air. He said he will do his best, whatever that means. 


Like Don, Ed missed only one country. It was one of the Don Miller operations.... Minerva Reef. Miller was noto- 
rious for avoiding QSOs with top honor roll guys, and would never come back to Ed, no matter what Ed did. It 
was obviously a slam-dunk from Southern California, but that turned out to be the only one Ed missed. Today 
he's still on top by himself. He is not one of Don Miller's fans, to say the least. 


BTOLS was the same experience for me as it was for you. It was great to work Tibet, but being too late was very 
frustrating. All those Himalayan countries were exotic DX, and | remember too many times being late enough to 
miss out on Tibet. | did manage the AC3 and AC5, though. 


In 1970 | was reunited with an old 40m AM friend from high school days. She was Jinny, KGRQB, who was then 
living in Nepal, operating as 9N1RA. It was an accidental reunion, and we talked most mornings during the next 
year before she moved to India. One morning she and | were talking on 20m SSB with 7Z3AB, another regular 
who eventually moved to Escondido upon retirement from Aramco. | mentioned to Jinny that | was looking for 
AC3PT, who was rumored to be active. She told me she chatted with him often, and would help me look for him, 
and perhaps line up a sked.

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We signed off, and about 20 minutes later, | ran across a huge pileup. It was full of constant callers, but when it 
eventually cleared, | heard a weak voice calling me. It was AC3PT!! He refused to come back to anyone else until 
we had our QSO, which was short and very sweet. That was a moment to remember. The card arrived before | 
sent mine to him. 


When India annexed Sikkim, he moved to New York with his American wife, where he eventually died around 
1984. | recall the National Geographic issues that covered their wedding. 


Recently another story developed, which | think is a great one. | have been in contact with W7LR, mostly because 
of his 160m receiving antennas, and his history as an OT. | noticed the link on his QRZ.com address to his histori- 
cal trip to East Africa in 1948, which was sponsored by Hallicrafters (if you haven't read it, please do). Unfortu- 
nately the logs were lost in later years, but Bob had made his own notes from the original log, listing the most in- 
teresting calls that he worked from VQ3HGE. When | looked over that list of calls, | noticed one familiar one: 
VQ8AD. 


In 1989 | visited Mauritius, staying with Jacky, 3B8CF. He was a wonderful host and gave me the upscale tour of 
the island and its hams. Jacky had stayed with us here about 5 years before. 


One stop was to visit 3B8AD, ex VOQ8AD, who had been the first ham to operate from Chagos in 1937 (that's an- 
other story!). After reading Bob's story, | realized that W7LR had worked Paul, VQ8AD, during that 1948 expedi- 
tion, so | called Bob's attention to it. He immediately asked if there were some way to contact Paul, who | had 
lost contact with years ago. | suggested he Email Jacky to see how to contact Paul. They made Email contact and 
Paul verified VQ3HGE in his old log. 


Now Bob is awaiting the QSL from 3B8AD for that contact, after 62 years. It will be the only card he will have re- 
ceived for that operation. He's on Cloud Nine!
